— Stir.ling 
t .uiges developed in the line up of 
l.ie stales in the presidential election, i 
with Wilson ami Marshall adding ma- j 
tonally to the sweeping character of 
Tuesday’s Democratic victory. 
Illinois, at first considered < et tutu 
for Roosevelt, then doubtful, definitely 
took its place in the Wilson column 
Complete returns not only overcome 
Roosevelt’s lead, but gave the s t a t e ' s 
twenty nine electors to Wilson by al­ 
most 19,000 plurality. 
As somewhat of an offset to this 
Wilson apparently has lost his lead In 
Minnesota, and that state seemed to 
be lined up for Roosevelt, although 
still uncertain enough, possibly to hop 
back into the Wiisou column in the 
final round-up. 
Several other states are “wobbly,” 
and may change their present politi­ 
cal complexions when returns are act­ 
ually complete, hut giving Roosevelt 
Minnesota, the Democratic victor has 
an array of forty states probably for 
him, with an electoral \ote of 442; 
Roosevelt has five states, with 77 elec­ 
tors. and Taft ha* three states, with 
12 electoral votes. 
Doubt about Kansas being In the 
Wilson line was removed when 9a 
of the 105 counties showed him to 
have a 12,000 plurality over Roosevelt. 
South Dakota, though still doubtful, 
was apparently going to Roosevelt. 
In 
Pennsylvania 
theie 
was 
no 
change in the situation except a - l o w 
but steady growth in Roosevelt's phi 
rality. 
It 
mounted to 35.975. with 
some districts still to he heard I rom 
His vote was 148,807 more than that 
cast for Taft. 
While Wilson’s sweep of the coun­ 
try, so far as the electoral vote is con­ 
cerned, is coni pa table only with that 
of U. 8 . Grant when he defeated Hor­ 
a ce Greeley in 1872, the popular vote, 
so far as it has been estimated, does 
not tell such an Impressive tale of 
victory. 
It is estimated that 6.359,820 bal­ 
lote were cast for Wilson, and thai is 
49,27S fewer than those <ast for W. 
J. Bryan in 19on. This Indicates, ap­ 
parently, that Wilson received only 
the normal De Bloc art ic vote. Approxi­ 
mately that same vote would have 
given him few states outside the "sol­ 
id south” if he had been fighting his 
(♦attle against only one opponent, hack­ 
ed by the united Republican party. 
On the other hand, the combined 
vote for Taft and Roosevelt was 7,- 
710,787. Thi* was 1,350,961 more than 
he estimated Wilson vote, a larger 
plurality even than that by which 
Taft defeated Bryan four years ago, 
when Taft received 7,678,908 and Bry- 
in 6,409,104, a Taft plurality of 1,269.- 
804. 
The Taft vote in 19o8 was the 
naxiniuni 
Republican popular vote, 
>ut it was 31,931 less than the Ro Re­ 
vel! Taft vote cast this year against 
Wilson. 
Another feature* of the returns aa 
hey become more complete I* that 
the Democrats may not have control 
i t the United State* senate. The imit­ 
ations are that they will have a ma­ 
jority of two or poslbly four, but the 
Republicans are still hopeful that they 
will have an even break, 48 to 48. 
This would leave the balance of power 
with the Democratic vice president, 
out would hart ass the Democrats on 
egislative problems, unless the Pro­ 
gressives worked with them 
The Democratic control of the house 
•f repreewutatives will be sweeping, 
probably by a clear majority of about 
150.
